The Chilian 


squadron hns destroyed all the loading ap- 
paratus, including the launches at the guano 
ports of Pnhellon de Pien, GaanilloB and 
Punln De Lotos. All vessels loading there 
were ordered to loavo in forty-eight hours. 
The town of Mollendo was sheTled by a 
Chilian corvette with considerable damage 
to tho Custom House, factories aud their 
railway, but no lives were lost. The name 
vessel then went to Pisagua, on the 18tb,' 
where their lauding force was repulsed, 
by the troops of tho garrison but the Chil- 
ian fleet soon destroyed the town with 
their cannon, the foreigners losing over n 
million dollars worth of property. 
The 


Chilians also seized an English ship with n 
cargo of coal. On the 19lS, the same vessel 
went to Iqniquo arid fired eleven shots into 
tho town but with slight damage. The 
Chilians ffindo no attempt to land as the Pe- 
ruvian forces were ready to meet them. 
The war spirit in Peru is still rampant. 


Tho Peruvian fleet remains at Callao, 


causing some comment at ita inaction. A 
boat from American gunboat Pensacoln, 
while bringing a family from shore to that 
vessel,had its ensign carried nway by a shot 
from tho Chilian gunboats which wore 
shelling tho town" of Pisngua. Admiral 
Kodgera signalled tho Chilian fleet, and 
their Admiral immediately boarded the Pen- 
sncola nnd apologized. A card appears in 
Panama papers thanking Admiral Kodgors 
for taking two American families on board 
from tho shore and placing thorn under his 
protection.

But the question of disposing of im- 
migrants who aro already in possession by 
thousands, aud who are pouring into the in. 
tordioted ground by hundreds every day, is 
mnoh more easy iu theory than in practice.

Goraa BACK TO EABSIB.—Just after the 


war, when inflation prices painted pictures 
of fortunes in all kinds of city and town 
vocations—when banking, insnranco and 
the agency business were supposed to yield 
wealth without limit, and when it was 
believed that fortunes could be made by 
merely organizing some sort of stock com. 
pany, and putting the shares on the market 
—there was a general Hooking of young 
men from farms to cities and towns, to get 
rich without labor. But the delusion has 
ended in bitterness and disappointment to 
thousands all over the land, and proved 
that the living by the wits is ono that very 
few can thrive at. We are beginning to real- 
ize that farming possesses one preeminent 
merit, it will yield a living if nothing more, 
and that is more than can be said of many 
city pursuits. It is generally esteemed a 
plodding, nnromantic business; but this is 
offset by its exemption from the hnrnss- 
ments and tragic features that too often 
mark the painful and exhausted struggle for 
the maintenance of credit and social posi- 
tion in city life. It requires but n small 
capital to go to farming. This offers a sim- 
ple solution of the livelihood problem to all 
who are willing to work, aud it is gratify- 
ing to find that the fact is beginning to be 
realized by many weary of prolonged idle- 
ness in cities.—[St. Louis Eepublican.
